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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . Applicant argues that Mitsuru discloses only 
one type of polylactic acid, whereas claim 1 of the Application claims both L and D- acid types. Examiner disagrees. Mitsuru teaches L- 
polylactic acid and D-polylactic acid and their mixtures (see line 0018) 2.Appplicant submits that Mitsuru's composition is not equal to one of 
the Application. Examiner disagrees. Note that both poly L-and D-lactic acids claimed are not pure optical products, since they have only 
85+% purity. Therefore, in practice L- and D- forms of lactic acid exist in the composition claimed in both unbounded and bounded form. 
This fact makes the claimed composition identical to one of Mitsuru. Note that Mitsuru uses one step process, unlike two-step of the 
Application examined. However, claim 1 claims a composition, not a process and the compositions in both cases (Application and Mitsuru) 
are expected to be equal. Based on the above, physical properties of Mitsuruy's and Applicant's conpositions are expected to be equal. 
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
